e Avery distinctive ground-sprawling grass with heads similar to the above Meadow Foxtail, the 
purple anthers giving the flower spikes a purplish look. When growing in marshy conditions (final 
pic) es not see the salen but oe pe COemise the heads and habitat. 








- Widespread except Pentlands - Phleum pratense - Map - coL:98-1, HUB:321, BSBI:404 
e The glumes form earwig-like pincers (shown) which distinguish it from the Foxtail above. Similar 
to Smaller Cat’s Tail below but MOSTLY Height > 70cm, Anther >1.7mm, Spikelet (+awn)>4mm, awn 
>1.2mm.
